LUKE, “the belo ved phy sician,” 
was a Greek scho lar who wro te the 
.sto ry o f Jesu.s to his Greek friend, 
Theo philus, as he had learned it in 
his co mpanio nship with St. Paul, 
the great apo stle and missio nary to 
the gentiles. The great “ho bby ” o f 
the Greeks was perfect manho o d, 
and Luke, finding the perfectio n o f 
manho o d in Jesus, wro te to the 
Greeks to co mmend him to them 
as the ideal man. the So n o f Man, 
the Savio ur and perfecto r o f all 
men. 
Jesus a Universal Sa%io iir 
Luke finds the key no te o f all the 
.say ing o f Jesus in the wo rds he re- 
co nls in Chapter 19, Verse 10. “Fo r 
the So n o f Man is co me to seek 
and to save that which was lo st.” 
Luke sees Jesus as the Savio ur o f 
all. o f Gentiles and Samaritans as 
well as o f Jews, a Savio ur who se 
special interest seems to be in the 
po o r and the o utcasts, the wo men 
and children, and all the pro digal 
so ns o f the race. His is the univer­ 
sal go spel. Co nsequently his gen­ 
ealo gy o f Jesus is traced to Adam 
to sho w that he belo ngs to all 
humanity , whereas Matthew was 
satisfied to sto p his genealo gy be- 
with Abraham to sho w that Jesus 
belo ngs to the Jewish race. 
The Go » i» eI o f Wo men and Children 
Luke tells the sto ry o f the birth 
o f Jesus fro m the standpo int o f 
Mary . Matthew fro m the 
stand­ 
po int o f Jo seph. He has ro o m fo r 
the sto ry o f the birth o f Jo hn the 
Baptist. 
He alo ne reco rds the 
presentatio n o f the Christ child in 
the temple in infancy and his visit 
to the temple at the age o f 12. 
The.se and many similar incidents 
have bro ught Luke the distfuctio n 
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Of writing the g o epel o f wo ra&n- 
ho o d and childho o d 
in a day when 
these were little esteemed. 
The Go spel o f Outcasts 
Similarly , Luke champio ns the 
cause o f the po o r and the o utcasts. 
He alo ne reco rds the parables o f 
the Rich Man and Lazarus, the 
Rich 
Fo o l, the Pharisee and 
Publican, the Go o d Samaritan and 
the Pro digal So n. These incidents, 
which escaped the o ther evwi- 
gelists, as well as tho se which 
Luke reco rds in co mmo n with the 
o thers, sho w the trend and pur­ 
po se o f Luke’s sto ry . He paints 
Jesus Christ as the ideal man who 
belo ngs to all humanity as its 
bro ther and savio ur, and who 
wo uld have all belo ng to Go d. Re 
is the perfect man who has co me 
to perfect even the o utcast and the 
publican. Had he written no thing 
mo re than that mo st beautiful o f 
all sto ries, the Pro digal So n, he 
wo uld have wo n the eveiiasting 
gratitude o f the race fo r lus 
go spel o f ho pe. 
The Go spel o f So ng 
The early church caught this 
spirit and purpo se o f Luke’s go s­ 
pel and made the face o f a man 
the sy mbo l to represent Luke in 
the art o f the church as the lio n 
and the o x represented Matthew 
and Mark. In his first two chap­ 
ters Luke has reco rded the first 
five Christian hy mns, and th© reat 
o f his sto ry o f the man Christ 
Jesus has put a so ng Into the 
hearts o f innumerable tho usands o f 
the po o r, the publicans and the 
pro digals, who o therwise wo uld 
have been abl to find in their 
hearts o r ho pes no thing to iiu^ire 
a so ng.

MASTERING BRIDGE (4 5 ) 
WHETHER y our hand Is strong 
o r weak, a general principle gov ­ 
erns: o n an av erage y ou will win 
more if another play er leads y our 
best suit. Some of the facta concern­ 
ing the av erage losses encountered 
leading away from high single hon­ 
o rs and from seq uences hav e been 
given. 
To a lesser degree fourth- 
best leads against trump calls av er­ 
age to be losing play s. 
Of course 
senior must 
make 
some sort of 
opening lead. 
It will pay all of us 
to bear in mind something concern­ 
ing losses due to fourth-best leads. 
Few play ers are rash enough to 
make opening 
leads against 
suit 
calls, from a suit headed by Ace or 
K, o r one containing a tenace. Most 
o f these play ers, howev er, nev er ap­ 
pear to realize that opening leads o f 
suits headed by Q’s or J ’s are also 
bad. 
In fact, in proportion to the 
relative v alues of K, Q, J and 10, 
eadlng blindly away from one of 
tho se honors Is precisely as bad as 
ouch a lead from any other one of 
them. 
In the long run the top card (as 
10, from 10-9 -8 -X, the 9. from 9 -8 - 
6 -2) Is a better opening lead than a 
lSourth-best card. 
Rather than lead 
a fourth-best card from Q-J-X-X or 
J-10-X-X, lead the top card (the Q 
o r J) 
Unless y ou hold a suit particularly 
desirable to lead, In caso partner has 
bid a suit, lead partner’s suit. 
If 
estnbllshable, It will be more readily 
ao if y ou lead partner’s suit than if 
he has to do It 
Unless ev ery other opening lead 
apparently la worse, ¿v oid leading 


thro ugh a suit bid by du m m y . Your 
blind lead o f such a su it m ay allo w 
declarer to establish that su it ulti­ 
m ately . 
It also m ay perm it declarer 
to o btain o ne o r m o re valuable dis­ 
cards Immediately . 
IIo w it cam e abo ut Is hard to state,

If the to p card hap pens to be 
either Ace o r K, pro bably leading the 
high ho no r will be the th in g m o st 
desired by partner.

Believing that the coming year 


will witness the biggest building 
boom in many years, Mr. Giliiland 
is studying a program that will 
make it possible to participate in 
the government's 
insured mort- 


gage plan. 


Loans for urban construction, 


purchase, 
and 
refinancing of 


property are available under the 
F. H. A. plan up to $16.000, pro- 
viding the loan does not exceed 80 
per cent of the cost of the project. 
These 
loans 
are 
repayable 
in 


monthly 
installments 
in 
many 


cases like rent. The payment in- 
clude principal and interest, taxes 
and insurance. 


For modernization and repair, 


loans are available up to 52000, 
repayable over five years. These 
are strictly character loans, no 
collateral other than a promissory 
note being required. These loans 
may be obtained for special equip- 
ment for special purposes up to 
$50,000. 


These loans are made by ap- 


proved lending institutions in var- 
ious communities of Ohio such as 
banks, building and loan associa- 
tions and mortgage companies. 
The government 
does 
not loan 


money; it does, however, insure the 
lending institution against loss. 


The FHA program for 1936 will 


take the form of insured mortgage 
clinics, which were so successfully 
conducted the latter part of this 
year in marry Ohio communities; 
building shows, model homes, etc., 
all aimed to show the benefits of 
better and improved housing.

story of Jesus to his Greek friend, 
Theophilus, as he had learned it in 
his companionship with St. Paul, 
the great apostle and missionary to 
the gentiles. The great "hobby" of 
the Greeks was perfect manhood, 
and Luke, finding the perfection of 
manhood in Jesus, wrote to the 
Greeks to commend him to them 
as the ideal man, the Son of Man, 
the Saviour •' and perfector of all- 
men. 


Jesus a Universal Saviour 


Luke finds the keynote of all the 


saying of Jesus in the words he re- 
cords in Chapter 19, Verse 10, "For 
the Son of Man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost."

New Dentistry 
Corrects 


Poor Tooth Inheritance 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


AN AMERICAN friend of mine 


who accompanied me to a number 
of clinics In London, remarked on 
the prevalence of dental carles-among 
English 
children. 
He 
wondered 


whether or not bad teeth were hered- 
itary. 
He worried about this espe- 


cially because both he and his wife 
were the victims of a great dea! of 
tooth trouble, and he was afraid that 
this would be passed on to hla chil- 
dren. 


Except In one respect. It seems to 


me that these fears are unfounded 
A noticeable thing about 
English 


•eeth is that they are badly placed 
m the mouth, overlap and crowd each 
Dther. This anatomical condition un- 
Joubtedly makes for a tendency to 
.-lental carles and undoubtedly also 
such anatomical arrangements are 
hereditary. To this extent bad teeth 
have a tendency to run In families, 
but with modern dentistry and den- 
ral technique, there Is no reason why 
liese things cannot be corrected, and 
•.vith our modern knowledge of the 


• lietary influence on tooth health and 
'ooth resistance, and with our mod- 
ern ,Jcnowledge of mouth hygiene In 
the way of tooth pastes, powders, 
mouth washes and tooth brushes, 
there is no reason why any child's 
hereditary 
tendency 
towards bad 


'eeth'cannot be corrected. • 


Dental Hygiene Modern 


As a matter of fact, tooth brushes, 


rooth pastes, and all our knowledge 
f.f the influence of diet on teeth Is 
.•omparatively modern, and certainly 
has not penetrated to the population 
in general. I have heard it estimat- 
ed that over 
40,000,000 American 


adults do not own a tooth brush. 
I 


hope this estimate Is exaggerated, but 


If it should be true. It la certainly an 
indication of the way In which Im- 
provement can occur In this Impor- 
tant' field of preventive medicine. 


The familiar saying about visiting 


your dentist twice a year may be 
taken ap true for adults; but cer- 
tainly for children; as the perma- 
nent teeth are coming In, this should 
be changed to "Take your child t* 
a dentist four times a year, at least." 
The particular reason for this la that 
between the ages of five and fourteen 
twenty-eigrht new teeth 
come 
In, 


about three teeth a year. 
Besides 


this, the dentine of a child's teeth 
Is much softer than that of an adult 
For this reason, once begun, decay 
progresses far more rapidly tn chil- 
dren's teeth than In adults. 


The first permanent teeth to come 


In are the first four molars—the most 
forward of the back teeth. 
Th y 


come In behind the last of the tem- 
porary teeth and are often, for this 
reason, assumed ' to be temporary 
teeth also. 
They come In between 


the fifth and sixth years and should 
be watched very carefully. They are 
too often allowed to become carious 
and neglected under the Impression 
that they are baby' teeth; and when 
they have to be extracted it Imperils 
the whole mouth.

Mr. Roosevelt had in mind. The 
National manufacturers 
associa- 


tion sponsored recently a determ- 
ined attack on the New Deal. The 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce has been critical, as has the 
American Bankers association. Of- 
ficials of these organizations were 
not available for immediate com- 
ment. 


In the section of his speech deal- 


ing with domestic affairs, Mr. 
Roosevelt dared his enemies to 
choose and state publicly their 
stand on the issue of maintaining 
the New Deal or abandoning it. He 
recommended to congress "that we 
advance: that we do not retreat," 
the nub of his statement on world 
affairs was a recommendation for 
further neutrality legislation. 


He said that on the basis of 


"existing law" no new taxes were 
advisable or necessary at this ses- 
sion. The choice of language in 
this passage was interpreted as a 
warning to congress that any 
spending projects beyond adminis- 
tration plans would require an 
additional levy.

1. World peace ia jeopardized 


abroad. 


2. Land and air disarmament has 


failed. 


3. Outlook for continued naval 


armaments reduction is dark. 


4. The United States has made 


substantial material progress out 
of depression. 


5. "Our resplendent economic 


autocracy"' seeks through political 
puppets to control newly invoked 
federal powers and with them 
shackle the people's liberties. 


6. Employment and the national 


income are definitely up. 


7. Reduced relief appropriations 


are antcipated. 


8. "We approach a balance of 


the national budget." 


9. The United States and the 


other American republics should 
co-operate for peace. 


10. Congress has the right and 


can find means to protect its laws 
and its own prorogations until the 
Supreme court ultimately passes 
on disputed New Deal policies. 


Mr. Roosevelt bitterly denounced 


autocracy abroad and the desire 
for its power at home. He said 
that under the sway of foreign 
autocracies the international situa- 
tion has become possessed 
of 


"many of the elements that lead 
to the tragedy of war." 


If the era of mad scrambles for 


colonial empire is to descend again 
upon the world, the president 
added, the program

Lindbergh kidnaping will be divulged and solved before the day in less 
thare two weeks when:Bruno Richard Hauptmann is scheduled to die, 
attorneys and prison authorities intimated today. 


C. Lloyd Fisher, chief of Hauptmann's counsel, asserted that the 


State Court of pardons "undoubtedly" will grant Hauptmann a 
reprieve when it hears new 
evi- < >- 


dence he said he had. At the same 
time principal Keeper Mark O. 
Kimberling of the state prison said 
he thinks Hauptmann "intends to 
say something; perhaps to change 
his story." 


Both Fisher and Kimberling 


talked with Hauptmann yester- 
day in his six by nine foot death 
cell. Fisher stayed an hour and 
exuded optimism and confidence 
when he emerged, 
Kimberling 


said he intended to visit Haupt- 
mann "very often, from now on." 


Cites New Evidence 


"We have new e v i d e n c e," 


Fisher declared. "After the court 
of pardons wearing it I am con- 
fident a reprieve will be granted. 
If I were the court, Hauptmann 
would be on the street right now." 


The court of pardons is expect- 


ed to meet Monday to set a date 
for hearing Hauptmann's appeal 
from his sentence to die in the 
week beginning Jan. 13. Unless 
it 
reprieves him 
he probably 


will be electrocuted, in New Jer- 
sey custom, at 8 p. m., Jan. 14. 


Rumors that Hauptmann's coun- 


sel, 
a lawyer wired by a Cali- 


fornia sister, and Ellis Parker, 
veteran Burlington-co detective, 
had found new evidence to bols- 
ter Hauptmann's plea of innocence 
have been current for months, 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman, chair- 
man of the court of pardons, has 
himself indicated that he believes 
Hauptmann might offer a plausi- 
ble men story to the court.
